NO.  347— A  BY-LAW 

To  amend  By-law  No.  345,  entituled  "A  By-law  to  appropriate  certain  sums  •{  money 
for  the  improvenient  of  Roads  and  Bridges  in  the  Township  of  Raleigh,  and  to 
appoint  Commissioners  to  expend  the  sa  ue,"  passed  Ist  March,  1880. 

Passed  26th  April,  1880. 
WHEREAS  Patrick  T.  Barry  has  resigned  the  office  of  Councillor,  and  Gilbert  H. 
Dolsen  has  been  declared  th«  sitting  member  in  his  place:  be  it  therefore  enacted  by 
the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Raleigh,  by  virtue  of 
the  Act  regarding  Municipal  Institutions  of  Ontario. 

1st.  That  the  fourth  clause  of  said  By-law  be  amended  by  substituting  Gilbert  H. 
Dolsen  as  Commissioner  for  R.  R.  Division  No.  3,  in  place  of  P.  T.  Barry. 

2nd.  That  Malcolm  Toll  1)6  appointed  Poundkeeper  in  place  of  John  P.  Hughson. 

3rd.  That  Duncan  Gray  be  appeinted  Overseer  in  S.  L.  Division  No.  57,  in  place 
of  James  Gray. 

4th,  That  Samuel  Hitchcock  be  appointed  Overseer  in  S.  L.  Divisien  No.  28,  in 
place  of  Green  Doo.

NO.  348-A  BY-LAW 

To  provide  for  draining  parts  of  the  Township  of  Raleigh  by  the  improvement  of  the 

Flock  Drain.  Passed  26th  Jul-     J 880. 

WHEREAS  Richard  Tooley  and  others  have  petitioned  the  Council  of  the  6>  h'  Town- 
ship of  Raleigh,  praying  that  as  the  lower  part  of  the  Flook  drain  has  becom.  parti- 
ally filled  up  and  out  of  repair  to  such  an  extent  as  to  materially  injure  their  lands 
for  agricultural  purposes,  tho  drain  not  properly  carrying  oft'  the  waters  brought  down 
irom  above,  where  continuous  draining  has  been  going  on  without  enlarging  the  out- 
let: that  therefore  the  said  drain  be  cleaned  out  to  its  first  dimensions,  beginning  at 
the  junction  with  the  Hinton  drain  and  continued  to  the  Moody  drain,  or  as  much 
further  as  may  be  necessary. 

And  Whereas  thereupon  the  said  Council  procured  an  examination  to  be  made  by 
W.  G.  McGeorge,  P.L.S.,  being  a  person  competent  for  such  purpose,  of  the  said  lo- 
cality proposed  to  be  drained  by  the  improvement  ef  said  drain,  and  has  also  procur- 
ed plans  and  estimates  of  the  work  to  be  made  by  the  said  W.  G.  McGeorge,  and  an 
assessment  to  be  made  by  him  of  the  real  property  to  be  benefitted  by  the  improve- 
ment of  said  drain,  stating  as  nearly  as  he  can  the  proportion  of  benefit  which  in  kis 
opinion  will  be  derived  in  consequence  of  SHch  improvement  by  every  road  and  lot  or 
portion  of  lot;  the  said  assessment  so  made  and  the  report  of  the  said  Wm.  G.  Mc- 
George in  respect  thereof,  and  of  the  said  drainage,  being  as  follows: 

"  From  an  instrumental  examination  over  the  route  of  the  Floolt  drain,  from  the  point  where  the  Hinton 
drain  enters  it  to  the  Moody  drain,  I  lind  that  the  Flook  drain  o\or  that  distance  is  much  in  need  of  repair,  as 
it  has  become  in  many  places  very  much  out  of  order,  and  cannot  in  its  present  state  efficiently  drain  the  lands 
through  which  it  runs,  nor  does  it  atf nrd  a  proper  outlet  to  the  drains  entering  it.  The  estimated  oost  of  th  e 
necessary  repairs  amounts  to  iQSO,  which  is  assessert  to  the  lands  and  roads  affected  thereby  as  in  the  Schedule 
annexed.  The  drain  hereafter  to  be  kept  in  repair  over  the  extent  of  the  herein  contemplated  improvement  at 
the  expense  of  the  lands  and  roads  l.trein  assessed  for  said  work,  said  lands  and  roads  paying  in  the  same  rel- 
ative proportion  as  for  the  work  herein  estimated  for.  (Signed),  WM.  G.  McGEOKOE,  I'.L.S."

And  Whereat  tlie  auiil  Cuuiicil  ur«  uf  Mtiuioii  that  th«  drainage  of  the  iovulity  dea- 
oribod  is  desirable.  And  Whereas  the  Eugiiieor  has  been  instructed  to  aweu  th« 
Township  of  Harwjch  not  only  for  the  repairing  of  the  said  drain  but  for  the  original 
cuBitruction  thereof,  and  that  theHuni  of  $550  50  has  been  asseHsed  against  the  roads 
and  lands  in  the  said  Township  of  Harwich,  which  sum  is  recpurud  tu  be  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Township  ot  lliduigli  within  four  months  from  tiie  time  the  Heeve  of 
Harwich  was  served  with  tlie  notice  of  assessment  thereof. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  said  Municipal  Council  of  the  said  Township  of  Ral- 
eigh, pursuant  to  an  Act,  chap.  174,  R.  'A.  i). ,  and  amendments  thereto 

1st.  That  the  said  report ,  plans  and  estimates  btf  adopted,  and  the  said  drain  and 
the  works  connected  therewith,  be  made  and  constructed  in  accordance  therewith. 

2d.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  sum  of  Five  hundred  and  Ninety-nine  Del- 
lars,  being  the  amount  charged  against  the  Raid  lands  so  to  be  benefitted  as  aforesaid, 
other  than  roads  belonging  to  the  Municipality,  the  following  special  rates,  over  and 
above  all  other  rates,  shall  be  assessed  and  levied  (in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same 
time  as  taxes  are  levied),  upon  the  undermentioned  lotH  and  parts  «f  lots,  and  on  the 
Canada  Southern  Railway,  for  the  current  year. 
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3rd.  That  the  sum  of  One  liundred  and  Eighty  Dollars,  assessed  on  the  road  allow- 
ance, shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  this  Corporation  out  ef  the  general  funds  of 
the  municipality. 

4th.  That  the  Commissioner  of  R.  R.  Division  No.  4  be  hereby  appointed  Commis- 
sioner to  let  the  contract  for  improving  the  said  drain  and  works  cennected  there- 
with, by  public  sale  to  the  lowest  bidder  (not  exceeding  the  estimate),  but  every  such 
contractor,  with  one  good  and  satisfactory  surety,  shall  be  required  forthwith  to  enter 
into  bonds  *for  the  due  performance  and  completion  of  his  contract  accordiag  to  the 
said  plans  and  specitications.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Comnissionet  tu 
cause  said  drain  and  works  connected  therewith  to  be  made  and  constructed  in  accord- 
ance with  such  plans  and  specifications,  and  to  grant  orders  on  the  Treasurer  to  each 
contractor,  less  20  per  cent,  of  the  amount  due,  until  the  contract  is  fully  completed 
and  duly  accepted  by  the  Engineer  laying  out  the  work :  and  for  the  due  performance 
of  these  and  all  duties  of  Commissioner  the  said  Commissioner  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  sum  of  Twenty-five  Dollars. 

6th.  That  this  By-law  shall  be  published  in  The  Chatham  Banner  newspaper  for 
four  weeks  previous  to  the  final  passing  thereof,  and  may  be  cited  and  referred  to  as 
*'  Thu  Flook  Drain  Improvement  By.-law."

Draina,  and  for  borrowing  on  thu  orudit  of  tlio  Municipality  tiio  sum  of  91,71(> 

for  cenipleting  the  same.  I'assko  20th  July,  1880. 

WHEREAS  a  majority  in  numbur  of  thuownurs  aa  shown  by  the  laat  reviaed  Aaaeaa- 

inent  Roll  of  the  aaid  Township  of  RaUigh  of  the  property  horoinafter  set  forth  to  be 

benetittod  by  the  conatniction  and  repairing  of  the  Knoll  and  Flatur,  thu  Centre  Road, 

Toll  and  Ellia  druina,  have  i)etitiwned  the  Council  of  the  aaid  Township  of  Raleigh, 

praying  that  a  tlrain  may  bo  conatructed  through  Lota  [)  in  the  12th  and  llith  Concea- 

aioua.  emptying  into  the  Gilhula  Drain;  and  that  Lota  2,  3  and  4  in  the  llith  and  14th 

Conceaaiona  be  uaseaaed  therefor.     Alao,  that  a  drain  be  uonatructed  on  the  Weat  aide 

of  the  Centre  Road,  commencing  at  Lot  151,  Talbnt  Road,  and  terminating  in  Ellia 

Creek.     Alao,  for  the  cleaning  out  an<l  repairing  of  tho  Ellia  drain.     Alao,  for  the 

repairing  of  tlie  Centre  Road  and  Toll  draina. 

And  Whereaa  thereupon  tho  aaid  Council  procured  an  examination  to  be  made  by 
W.  O.  McGeorge,  P.  L.  S. ,  being  a  peracm  competent  for  auch  purpoae,  of  the  aaid 
localitiea  proposed  to  be  drained  by  the  construction  and  repairing  of  the  aaid  draina, 
and  has  alao  procured  plana  and  estimatea  of  tho  work  to  bo  made  by  the  aaid  W.  G. 
McGeorge,  and  an  aaaeaament  to^be  made  by  him  of  the  real  property  to  be  benehtted 
by  the  conatruction  and  repairing  of  said  drains,  stating,  as  nearly  as  he  can  the  pro- 
portion of  benefit  which  in  hia  opuiion  will  be  derived  in  eonaecjuence  of  auch  drain- 
age by  every  road  and  lot  or  portion  of  lot;  tho  aaid  assessment  so  made  and  the  re- 
port of  the  aaid  VV.  G.  McGeorge  in  respect  thereof,  and  of  the  aaid  drainage  worka, 
being  aa  follows,  viz:— 

"  C'oinmencinif  at  the  North  corner  of  Lot  No.  H,  in  tho  Hth  (-'oncession,  and  ninnin({  alonj;  the  Sonth- 
uiMttrly  iide  of  the  road  between  the  13th  and  UVa  Concessions,  Soiith-wcstorly  a  distance  of  120  rods,  and 
thence,  bet;innln)(  at  tho  centre  of  tha  out  of  Lot  ;i,  it  runs  as  a  tap  drain  North-westerly  throiiKh  the  middle 
of  Lot  No.  3,  in  the  13th  Concession,  to  u  ilrain  already  constructed  us  u  branch  of  the  Qilhula  drain.  Th« 
estimated  cost  sf  the  work,  as  per  schedule  aiuiexud  amounts  to  8814.00  On  the  drain  petitioned  for  )iy 
Isaac  Flater  and  others,  I  report  as  follow*;  The  drain  runs  alonj:  the  South-west  aide  of  the  Centre  Rood, 
North-westward,  to  the  Koad  between  tl^  12th  and  13th  Concessions,  and  Southwest  along  this  to  Ellis  Creek 
and  in  this  Creek  until  a  fall  for  tho  water  is  o)>tuined.  I  uitiniatc  tho  cost  at  8!)21.  On  the  Centre  Roail 
and  Toll  drain,  I  report  as  follows:— Bo-.;iiinin)f  at  a  point  in  Lot  148  on  the  Talbot  Road  near  the  line  of  Ijots 
148  and  149,  thence  running;  westerly  to  tho  Centre  Koad  and  North-westerly  alonj;  the  North-easterly  side  of 
this  road  to  the  Concession  road  between  Concessions  12  and  13  ;  it  then  runs  North-easterly  to  a  Creek  on  Lot 
10  and  throutirh  this  Creek  to  the  South  half  of  Lot  10  in  the  12th  Concession  till  a  fall  is  obtained.  I  estimate 
the  coat  at  #0H8.        The  part  of  the  Elllis  drain  not  included  in  the  Klatcr  drain  I  estimate  to  cost  ■^122..50.

And  Whereas  the  aaid  Council  is  of  opinion  that  the  drainage  of  the  localitiea  de- 
acribed  ia  deairable: — 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  said  Municipal  Council  of  the  aaid  Townahip  of 
Raleigh,  purauant  to  Cap   174,  R  S.  O. ,  and  the  amendments  thereto. 

lat  That  the  said  report,  plans  and  estiniates  be  adopted,  and  the  aaid  draina  and 
the  worka  connected  therewith,  be  made  ai A  constructed  in  accordance  therewith. 

2d  That  the  Reeve  of  the  said  Township  may  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  Corpor- 
ation of  the  aaid  Tt>wnship  of  Raleigh  tlie  sum  of  one  thou.sand  seven  hundred  and 
ten  dollars,  being  fowr-hfths  of  the  funds  necessary  for  the  work,  and  may  issue  de- 
Vjenturoa  of  the  Corporation  to  that  amount,  in  sums  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  and  payable  within  four  years  and  three  months  from  the  date  thereof, 
with  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  per  annum,  that  is  to  say  in  four  equal 
payments  of  four  hundred  and  twenty-seven  d(dlars  each,  such  debentures  to  be  pay- 
able at  the  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce,  in  the  Town  of  Chatluim;  aaid  debentures 
to  be  dated  1st  September,  1880,  and  to  have  Jittached  to  tlieni  coupons  for  the  pay- 
ment of  interest 

3d.  That  for  the  i)urpose  of  paying  the  sum  of  t\\t»  thousand  one  hundred  and 
thirty-seven  50-100  dollars,  being  the  amount  charged  against  the  said  lands  so  to  be 
benefitted  aa  aforesaid,  other  than  roads  belonging  to  the  Municipality,  and  to  cover 
interest  thereon  for  four  and  a  quarter  years  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum, 
the  following  special  rates  over  and  above  all  other  rates,  sliall  be  assessed  and  levied 
(  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  time  aw  taxes  are  levied)  upon  the  undermen- 
tioned lots  and  parts  of  l«ts;  and  the  amount  of  the  said  special  rates  and  interest 
aaaesaed  as  aforesaid  against  each  lot  or  part  of  lot  respectively  shall  he  divided  into 
five  equal  parts,  and  one  such  part  shall  be  assessed  and  levied  as  aforesaid,  in  each

oth.  That  the  CoiiiiuiHHionur  of  R.  U.  Division  No.  5,  is  huieby  appointed  Coin- 
luiHsiwner  to  lut  tho  contract  for  cunstructiug  and  improving  the  said  ibains  and  the 
works  commoted  therewith,  by  public  sale  to  the  lowest  bidder  (not  exceeding  the 
estimate),  but  every  such  contractor,  with  one  good  and  satisfactory  surety,  shall  be 
required  forthwith  to  enti;!'  into  bonds  for  the  due  performance  and  completion  of  his 
contract  a«.,v.vj...li"7  to  said  plans  and  Hpecitications,  and  within  the  time  mentioned  in 
Buoli  bcmd,  unless  oiLerwise  ordered  by  tho  Council  ;  and  it  shall  be  tho  duty  of  the 
said  Commissioner  to  cause  said  drains  and  works  connected  therewith,  to  be  made 
and  constructed  in  accordance  with  such  plans  and  sjiecifications,  and  to  grant  orders

NO.  350— A  BY-LAW 
To  divide  tho  T(.)wn8hip  of  Raleigh  into  Seven  Felling  Sub-divisions  for  Legislative 

and  Municipal  puriiose.s.  Passed  26th  July,  1880. 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  to  increase  the  number  of  Polling  Sub-divisions  in  the 
Township  of  Raleigh  ;  and  whereas  such  increase  and  definition  of  Polling  Sub-divis- 
ions must  be  made  by  By-law. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Municijial  Council  of  the  Corperation  of  the  Town- 
ship of  Raleigh,  in  Council  assembled,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  Municipal  Act  R, 
S.  ().,  and  amendments  thereto,  and  an  Act  respecting  Voters'  Lists. 

1st.  That  the  First  Polling  Sub-division  shall  include  all  that  pertion  of  the  Town- 
shij)  of  Raleigh  lying  Northwest  of  the  line  between  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  Concessions 
by  the  Western  boundary,  and  the  First  and  Second  Concessions  by  the  Eastern 
boundary  lines,  save  and  except  Lots  23  and  24  in  the  First  Concession,  Eastern 
boundary  line,  in  the  Town  of  Chatham. 

2d.  That  the  Second  Polling  Sub-division  shall  consist  of  all  lots  South-east  of  the 
line  between  Concessicms  Five  and  Six  to  the  centre  of  tho  Eighth  Concession  from 
Lot  number  One  to  Twelve,  inclusive. 

3rd.  That  the  Third  Polling  Sub- division  shall  consist  of  all  lots  Southeast  of  the 
line  between  Concessions  Five  and  Six  by  the  Western  boundary  and  the  line  be- 
tween Concessions  One  and  Two  by  the  Eastern  boundary,  to  the  centre  of  Conces- 
sion Eight,  on  lots  13  and  14,  and  the  line  between  Concessions  Eight  and  Nine  from 
Lots  16  to  25  inclusive,  save  and  except  Lot  24,  Concession  Two,  Eastern  boundftrr 
in  the  Town  of  Chatham.

4th.  That  tke  Fourth  Polling  Suh-cUvision  shall  ofnisistof  Lots  from  One  to  Seven 
inclusive,  from  the  centre  of  the  Eighth  Concession  to  the  line  between  Concessions 
14  and  15  and  Talbot  Eoad  Lots. 

5th.  That  the  Fifth  Polling  Sub-division  shall  consist  «f  Lots  8  to  14,  inclusive, 
from  the  center  of  the  Eighth  Concession  to  the  line  between  Concessions  14  and  15. 

6th.  That  the  Sixth  Polling  Sub-division  .shall  consist  of  Lots  15  to  25,  inclusive, 
from  the  line  between  Concessions  Eight  and  Nine  to  the  center  of  the  Fourteenth 
Concession. 

7th.  That  the  Seventh  Polling  Sub-division  shall  consist  of  all  that  ])ortion  of  the 
Township  of  Raleigh  South-east  of  the  line  between  Concessions  Fourteen  and  Fif- 
teen and  Talbot  Road  Lots,  from  Lots  One  to  Fourteen,  inclusive,  and  of  the  centre 
of  the  Fourteenth  Concession,  from  Lots  15  to  26,  inclusive. 

8th.  That  all  By-laws  heretofore  imssed,  or  parts  thereof  inconsistent  with  this  By- 
law, be  and  the  same  are  herel)y  repealed.

NO.  351     A  BY  LAW 

To  autliorize  the  raisii^g  of  certains  sums  of  money  hereinafter  mentioned  in  the  Town- 
ship of  Raleigh,  to  meet  thu  current  expenses  of  tlie  year  A.  D.  1880. 

Passed  .26th  July,  188C, 

WHEREAS  by  a  By-law  of  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  County  of  Kent,  passed  in 
the  June  session  in  the  vsaid  year  1880.  and  entitled  "A  By-law  to  raise  the  sum  of  — 
to  meet  the  cui-rent  expenses  of  tlie  said  County  of  Kent  for  the  current  year." 

And  Wh'Meas  the  Municipality  of  the  Township  of  Raleigh  is  required  to  raise  the 
sum  of  ^2.943  28  as  their  i)ortion  for  the  said  year  1880,  to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer 
•f  the  said  County  of  Kent  without  any  deduction,  on  or  before  the  Fourteenth  day 
of  December  next. 

And  Whereas  the  apportionment  of  the  Legislative  School  grant  for  the  said  Town- 
ship of  Raleigh  for  the  year  188(>),  according  to  notice  received  from  the  County  Clerk, 
is  the  sum  of  $507;  and  wliereas  the  Municipality  of  the  Township  of  Raleigh  ii  re- 
quired to  raise  an  equal  .sum  of  money  in  such  case  made  and  provided. 

And  whereas  it  is  nece.ssary  to  raise  the  following  smns  of  moRoy  to  meet  the  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Townshijj  of  Raleigh  for  the  year  1880,  viz. : 
Amounts  assessed  to  roads  from  Drains,  to  be  collected  in  1880,  including  principal 
and  interest— Gilhula  drain.  $63;  Finn  Creek  drain,  $32  63;  Moody  drain,  $54.63; 
Doyle  drain,  $75  85;  Deary  drain,  $37  57;  Goulet  Outlet  drain,  $2.99;  Bavin  and  18 
&  19  S.  R.  drain,  $66  47;  Cooper  drain.  $51. 66;  Hooper  King  drain,  $974;  Flook 
drain,  $180;  hnell  drain,  $159;  Ellis  drain,  $10;  Flater,  $272;  Toll  and  Centre  road, 
$267;  Government  drain,  $934.65;  Tilbury  East  Govt,  drain,  $11.42;  Miscellaneous 
acc'ts,  $545,25;  Salaries,  $799  08;  Charity,  $289.78:  Non-resident  Sch.  rate.  $264.53. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Town- 
ship ef  Raleigh,  in  Council  assembled,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  Act  respecting 
Municipal  Institutions  of  the  Province  of  Ontari©. 

Ist.  That  there  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  upon  all  the  rateable,  real  and 
personal  property  in  the  Township  of  Raleigh  the  sum  or  rate  ©f  1  8-lOth  mills  on 
every  dollar  thereof  for  thfc  aforesaid  County  purposes  ;  the  sum  or  rate  of  3  mills  on 
every  dollar  thereof  to  meet  tlie  current  expenses  of  the  ToTtruship  for  the  current 
year ;  the  sum  or  rate  of  4-lOths  of  a  mill  on  every  dollar  th/reof  for  the  aforesaid 
school  purposes  except  on  the  property  of  certain  Roman  Cat?^olic  supporters  of  Sep- 
arate Schools;  the  sum  or  rate  of  one  dollar  upon  the  owner  or  harborer  of  every 
dog,  and  the  sum  or  rate  .)f  two  dollars  upon  the  owner  or  harboi'er  of  every  bitch 
entered  on  the  assessment  roll  for  the  current  year. 

2d.  That  if  the  above  sums  of  money  so  raised  and  collected  by  the  said  rates  ahall 
exceed  in  any  case  the  amounts  so  required  i6r  the  aforesaid  purposes  respectively, 
the  Treasurer  of  this  Corporation  shall  pass  such  excess  to  any  deficiency  that  may 
arise  to  any  or  either  of  the  above-mentioned  purposes  in  this  By-law;  and  if  no  iucn 
deficiency  shall  arise,  then  all  such  excess,  if  any,  shall  be  kept  by  the  Treasurer  ard 
appropriated  to  the  general  purposes  of  the  Township,  under  the  direction  and  con- 
trol of  the  Council  thereof,  as  all  the  moneys  are  that  may  come  into  his  handi. 

3d.  That  the  Clerk  of  this  Corp«ration  is  hereby  required  to  levy  a  special  rate 
over  and  above  all  other  rates  against  the  estate,  real  and  porsonal  of  every  School 
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Section  within  this  municipality,  the  trustees  of  which  shall  furnish  him  on  or  before 
the  1st  day  of  August  in  each  year,  with  a  written  statement  signed  by  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  thereof,  of  the  amount  of  money  to  be  raised  for  common  or  separate  school 
purposes  on  each  school  section,  such  a  rate  pro  rata  on  all  the  rateable  property  in 
such  school  section  as  will  amount  to  the  sum  so  required  by  such  Secretary -Treasurer 
for  the  aforesaid  school  purposes;  save  and  except  union  sections,  where  the  school 
house  is  out  of  the  limits  of  the  municipality. 

4th.  That  the  Collector  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  collect  all  rates  levied 
OB  the  Collector's  Roll  according  to  lav,'  and  to  pay  over  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of 
this  Corporation  on  or  before  14th  day  of  December  next. 

5th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector  to  pay  over  all  meneys  collected  by  him 
to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Corporation  within  every  two  weeks  under  a  penalty  of  the 
forfeiture  of  his  salary,  and  to  finally  collect  and  pay  over  all  moneys  collected  by 
him  and  make  a  return  to  the  Treasurer  by  the  14th  day  of  December  next,  accord- 
ing to  law. 

6th.  That  the  Collector  shall  be  allewed  the  same  fees  as  are  now  allowed  to  bailiffs 
of  the  Division  Courts,  for  all  property  seized,  appraised,  advertised  and  sold  by  him 
in  virtue  of  his  office.

WHEREAS  by  the  Municipal  Act  the  Council  of  a  Township  may  pass  By-laws  for 
stopping  up,  altering,  diverting  and  selling  any  original  road  allowance  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Council,  and  for  selling  the  same;  and  also  for  entering  upon, 
breaking  up,  taking  or  using  any  land  in  any  way  necessary  or  convenient  for  the 
said  purposes,  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  provisions  in  the  said  Act  contained. 

And  Whereas  tlie  Cotmcil  of  the  Township  of  Raleigh  have  been  petitioned  to
